In this state there is added in­ 
terest in the presidential rivalry 
because Johnson, one of its Bena-, 
tors, is a native son, and becasse 
McAdoo has made Los Angeles his 
residence. The fact that the Teapot 
Dome investigation involves Califor­ 
nia oil lands has heaped fuel on the 
political fires.
